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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed toward a 
"computer," which is a tangible device/apparatus, however there is neither 
mention of any tangible hardware elements in the claim limitations nor any 
description of the tangible characteristics of the elements within the claim 
language. Correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24-29 would be allowable if the claims were to be amended to overcome 
the 101 rejections above. 

Claims 30-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior arts of record teach controlling access to software and computer 
software authentication, protection and security - Beetcher et al. US Patent No. 
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5,933,497 and Drake US Patent No. 6,006,328 are examples of such newly disclosed 
prior arts submitted by Applicant to the Office. The prior arts of record, however, fail to 
teach, singly or in combination, proxy-execution of one program process on behalf of 
another nor do they disclose conditional execution by proxy of one computer process 
by another Further, the references fail to teach the operation of a program that is not 
interfaced with a user or under a user' s control. 

The Examiner agrees with the Applicants arguments with regards to these 
features in view of the art(s) of record. Therefore, the Examiner favors the allowance of 
claims 30-36.
